Sublett wins 
100-mile RR 
in Hawaii

The Hawaii Road Race Associa- 
tion held their second annual 
100-mile road race on the 1.5 
mile track at Hawaii Raceway 
Park. While you folks were trying to 
figure out how to keep warm on short 
rides, we were trying to find an air 
conditioner to fit a TZ350. One 
hundred miles, even on December's 
“cool” days, is quite an undertaking. 

In the beginning it seemed certain 
that Gary Sublett (TZ350) would have 
his hands full battling Dave Webster 
on his Seeley-Suzuki TR750. On the 
warm-up lap, the Suzuki decided to 
disengage primary electrical power, 
leaving Webster stranded on the track. 
The grid shut down and waited, until 
the track was clear. It appeared 
Webster was out. The riders started 
their engines and were flagged away. 
Thirty seconds later, here came 
Webster. Thirty seconds on a 1.5 mile 
track is a long head start, but Dave 
had the power, handling, and skill to 
catch the pack, and by the 10th lap he 
was in second place, still well behind 
Sublett's TZ. Unfortunately Dave's 
front brake soon developed a small 
steam bubble and wouldn't completely 
release. With Webster out of the race, 
all the starter had to do was count the 
number of times Sublett passed to 
monitor the length of the race. 

Far behind Sublett was number two 
man Gary Kuesel on his BMW RS100 
just cruising and yawning, while 
scraping his crash bars in the corners. 
Not enough bike to catch the TZ and 
too much talent to be challenged. 

With first and second places 
dependent solely on no crashes or 
breakdowns, the other 22 riders were 
doing some hard racing. In Hawaii, all 
seven classes are usually run on the 








track at the same time, making for 
some interesting competition. 

Dr. Denny Gorlick's 350cc Ducati 
wouldn't outrum a mongoose in a 
straight line, but it dusted off many a 
big bike in the corners until the front 
brake overheated to the point where 
even four.stroke compression couldn't 
help slow the bike enough, so he 
parked it to cool off awhile. 

Rolando San Pedro was having fun 
with the big bikes on his hand-made 
(well, he didn't actually build the 
spark plugs or tires) fast 180cc 
Yamaha twin until nagging engine 
problems forced him out. 

Tom Geist crashed his GS550, 
rebuilt it in the pits, and was a strong 
third in Open Cafe until Nick Rudisill 
retired with a flat rear tire, moving 
him up to second behind cruising Tom 
Leighton. 

Dr. Dick Williams flew in from Hilo 
Sunday morning to ride his XS11 
(despite a broken ankle) against Gipe 
on a CBX and Red Proctor on an 
RD400. Dr. Dick was doing quite well 
in his first road race, until he fell while 
battling the CBX in a high speed 
sweeper. Once the bike was righted 
(holy hernia) he took off in hot pursuit 
until his foot clipped a pylon causing a 
gradual, but defeating, loss of feeling 
in his broken ankle. He parked the 
bike and watched as the CBX later 
spent several minutes in the pits 
replacing a foot peg bolt that 
"vibrated" out. Red Proctor just kept 
circling the track on his stock RD400 
to take the win. 

The 410cc Cafe class was on by 
Jensen Leong on his slide-around-the- 
sweeper RD400 with Jeff Nooney 
(RD350) in second. 

Brian Kam dropped his final exam 
cramming just long enough to ride to a 
smooth victory in 410сс Production. 
Brian is the quiet, shy type of racer 
you never notice — until he smokes 
you on his Box Stock CB400T. 

When the racing ended, talk started 
about how much fun the 100-miler 
was, and no one wanted to wait until 
the four hour race in June or July 
for some long races, so HRRA will try 
to incorporate some 50-mile events 
into their monthly schedule. Any of 
you mainland types who want to check

Mini Novice and Scott Dumm won the 
Beginner class with Brad Wachs 
second and Larry Moore third. 

Timbo Richardson was first out in 
all three motos of the 250cc and Open 
Pros with Rick Watmore and Dave 
Anderson behind him in moto one. Jay 
Perkins quickly got around Anderson 
and passed Watmore coming out of a 
turn in the valley to take over second 
place. Scott Wooks came in second in 
the second moto followed Бу 
Watmore. The third moto gave 
Watmore a second and Perkins a third 
with Richardson first in all three 
motos.

Three for Kehoe at 
CMC Golden State 
Sportsman MX

The Continental Moto-sports Club 
launched the 1980 racing season 
with its fourth annual Golden 
State Series. 

The opening sportsman race had all 
the razzle dazzle of New Year's Eve on 
Time Square, the thrills of a Coliseum 
race and enough guts and glory to 
satisfy any racer and his family. 

Manufacturers backing this Series 
went all the way with Can-Am offering 
their 125cc machine as a Grand Prize 
and Pro-Track contributing several 
trailers. Robert Bosch Corporation 
and Scott USA will be on hand 
throughout the series with a jackets 
and goggles to class winners. 

Over 450 riders throughout Califor- 
nia and parts of Washington, Nevada 
and Arizona converged on Saddleback 
Park for the inaugural race. 

Erik Kehoe raced his own Triple 
Crown for the day. He took overall 
wins in the 80cc Stock Experts over 12 
years, the 80cc Modified Experts and 
capped off the day with the 125cc 
Intermediate, Division Two win. 

When the 80cc Modified Expert 
race took off, George Holland III 
grabbed the lead and found himself 
hounded relentlessly by Kehoe. Louie 
Franco, in third and Yamaha- 
mounted, was keeping heavy pressure 
on Kehoe. A close battle was shaping 
up in fourth with Pat Galan holding 
off Jack McGill, down from Olympia, 
WA. Trying to pilot his Yamaha into 
the lead, Kehoe was taking radical 
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outside lines, just waiting for Holland | i E E B 


and his Suzuki to make a mistake. At 


the end of the first moto Holland held | * RAC ING * 
firm in the lead, Kehoe took second. 
Franco was third with Galan holding a 


off McGill for fourth. 


The second time around, Johner 
Kight, aboard a Kawasaki from Las 1 
Vegas, NV, pulled a holeshot with B8 





Kehoe and Holland in hot pursuit. 
Making a wide sweeping turn, Kehoe 
took command, Holland followed suit 
in second and they pursued each other 
down to the finish line. Franco fought 
Kight for third and left Kight to hold 
off Galan on his R&D machine to 
fifth. When the checkered flag 
brought the racers home, Kehoe 
emerged the overall winner, Holland 
took down second overall and third 
went to Franco. 

The Junior Cycle gang was not to be 
taken lightly. For starters, they insisted 
on taking on the entire course. What 
proceeded to go down brought cheers 
of encouragement all around the 
track. 

One six-year-old, Justin Saragueta 
from Fresno, CA, aboard a Suzuki, 
was having problems tackling the 
jumps on the back side of the course. 
After studying the lines of his 
opponents he decided the only way to 
go was leg power. Scuffling along with 
throttle wide open he'd crest a jump, 
zoom down, etc. until all three jumps 
had been cleared. His endurance paid 
off with a class win for his division. 
Meanwhile, a battle royale was being 
waged in the Intermediate Division 
between Mike Healey and Scott Brown 
who fought wheel to wheel through-

The second time around, Kehoe 
sprang into the lead and once more 
had a battle on his hands with Brown. 
A sturggle to the end went on between 
Dirk Strapp in third and Mark Dwinell 
running fourth. By the end Dwinell 
took over third and crossed the finish 
line ahead of Strapp. Kehoe and 
Brown held onto first and second 
respectively.

Brehm still tops 
DeAnza Vets

SUNNYMEAD, CA, JAN. 6 
Yamaha of Redlands rider Ron 
Brehm and his big Aberg/ 
Yamaha four-stroke have been 
on top of the Veterans class at 
DeAnza for well over a year now, 
winning and making it look easy every 
week. But Jim Beltinck (Mai) left his 
refuge at Saddleback to give Brehm a 
try and the result was some hot racing 
among the more mature gents. 

The moto one lead went to Brehm 
early in the race and he was just going 
about his business as if it were any 
usual Sunday when Beltinck shot by on 
the fourth lap. Brehm quickly got his 
act together and started to chase the 
Maico rider, but Beltinck was gone. In 
third place was George Anderson (Suz) 
who had been dicing with Ed Michetti 
(Mai) in the early laps of the race and 
Yamaha IT-mounted Paul Wilde was 
fifth. They finished in that order, but 
in round two Brehm was slightly more 
determined. 

Brehm's big quadra-stroke gobbled 
up the other bikes off the start and 
then disappeared in the distance. 
Beltinck spent some time in third 
behind Anderson, but by lap two he 
was in second. They remained like 
that throughout the race with Beltinck 
never quite able to make up the space. 
Wilde was fourth this time, behind 
Anderson and ahead of Michetti. 

The Intermediate Vets class went to 
Charles Ramos on board yet another 
Yamaha. Ramos took both motos 
handily ahead of Dennis Rosenberg. 

In the Beginner Vets class it was a 
familiar face on top. Ray Arnold took 
both motos while Lee Roberson (Suz) 
and John Said (Mai) traded second 
placing with Said coming out on top. 
Arnold has spent more than four 
decades involved with various aspects 
of motorcycle racing and with this win 
he gave the 80s a good start. 

In the Pro ranks, it was Greg 
Zitterkopf who grabbed all the 
attention by walking away with both 
250cc Pro motos on a_ borrowed 
Kawasaki 250. David Pettigrew led 
much of the first round but DNF moto 
two, handing second place money to 
Rick Hulsizer (Yam). Aaron Bassett 
(Hon) and Billy Saylors (Yam) 
followed. 

The Open Pro win went to Tom 
Karos (Suz). Karos has been overdue 
for a win for quite some time and 
Craig Adams (KTM) did his best to 
keep it that way, but he DNF round 
two and second went to Paul Huffman 
(KTM).

Rhyan, Jones, 
Taylor blast

Maico rider Steve Rhyan roosted 
his way to victory in the Open Pro 
class with two first place finishes. 
Rhyan looked like a winner all 


day as he manhandled his mount as 
though it were a 125cc and easily had 
the fastest lap times for an Open class 
bike. Tony Gomez put his Suzuki 
through its paces as he came from 
behind in both motos to eventually 
finish second overall. Suzuki rider 
Matt Tedder and Maico-mounted 
Dale Lewis battled each other for most 
of both races, split their finishing 
positions and Lewis took the third 

| place money while Tedder settled for 
fourth. 

Summing up the 250cc Pro race is 
easy with just two words: Jones and 
Lawrence. As the 250cc traveling 
circus hit the track for the first moto 
there appeared to be plenty of com- 
petition from many top riders but 
LOP/Yamaha rider Mark Lawrence 
and Mugen/Honda ace Clark Jones 
had other ideas. Both motos soon 
became a two man show as both riders 
kept the gas and the pressure on. By 
the time the bars stopped banging, the 
tires stopped spinning and the dirt 
stopped flying, the two aces had 
traded paint, moto finishes and just 
about everything but jerseys and Jones 
was declared the overall winner. 
Lawrence took home the runner-up 
share of the purse and Yamaha rider 
Dave Hollis finished third, just ahead 
of Gary Jones on an Ammex. 

Five riders had a shot at the 125cc 
Pro win including Yamaha riders Mike 
Brown, Andy Kirker and Dave Taylor, 
and Honda pilots Chris Hiesser and 
Jeff Liesk. Taylor turned out to be 
the fastest and most consistent as he 
worked his way to the front in both 
motos and stayed there until the 
checkered flag. Brown stayed on the 
gas to finish second while Kirker and 
Liesk argued over third with the nod 
going to Kirker in the end. 

Once again the 250cc Intermediate 
race provided plenty of sportsmen 
action for the spectators. Some of 
these riders turn lap times close to the 
Pros especially winner Bruce Deacon 
on a Yamaha who handily aced both 
motos. Following Deacon to the check- 
ers were second place finisher Kevin 
Olson on a Honda and third placer 
Chuck Miller on board a Yamaha.

Gibson tops 
250cc Pros at 
SSM MX

ORANGE, CA, DEC. 22 

Team Honda rider Jim Gibson 
had his hands full winning the 
250cc Pro class against stiff com- 
petition from Yamaha rider 
David Taylor and newly-signed Honda 
ace Donnie Hansen. 

Hansen took the early lead in the 
first moto with Taylor close behind in 
second. Moto-X Fox/Yamaha rider 
Tony Wanket jumped into third place 
ahead of Suzuki rider Matt Zigeler and 
Gibson. On the. second lap Gibson 
moved past Zigeler and began to put 
pressure on Wanket. The next lap saw 
Taylor take the lead away from 
Hansen as the two riders were staging 
a very close fought battle. As the race 
neared the halfway mark Gibson was 
still trying to find a way past Wanket 
but the savvy CMC number one wasn't 
making any mistakes. Suddenly Taylor 
went down and Hansen reclaimed the 
lead. While Taylor was remounting 
back in fifth, Gibson slipped around 
Wanket and charged after the leader. 
A couple laps later and Gibson was in 


full control of the lead and the race as, 


he roosted his way around the track to 
take the checkers. Hansen finished in 
the runner-up spot with Wanket 
cruising in for third and Taylor 
settling for the fourth position. 

Gibson got the holeshot in the 
second race and led the pack through 
the first lap. Hansen followed in 
second with Taylor pushing from third 
and Wanket in fourth. On lap two 
Hansen motored past Gibson and one 








lap later Taylor got around also. With 
Taylor breathing down his neck, 
Hansen pulled out all the stops and 
was really flying out in front.

CRC ends decade 
ros Indian Dunes

VALENCIA, CA, DEC. 30 

The California Racing Club 
wound up the decade of the 70s 
Sunday with a Grand Prix run- 
ning through most of the sand- 


wash and International Motocross 
course of Indian Dunes, with 30925 
trophies and a $1000 Pro purse to 
draw a large turnout to the all-day 
event. 

The first event to get off at 8:00 
a.m. was the Mini race, which com- 
bined all of the Mini classes. When the 
pack of riders came onto the Inter- 
national track at the end of the first 
loop. two Experts, Yamaha's Eric 
Kehoe, and Louie Franco were run- 
ning neck and neck battling for the 
lead. The next rider to come onto the 
backstraight of the motocross course

was the first place Intermediate, Steve 
Van Duzen, well ahead of runner-up 
Charles Osterday. Next to hit the 
course were the Novices and Beginners, 
all mixed together. Heading the 
Novices was Deana Lynch, just ahead 
of Greg Gest, while Jim Spotts ran his 
Honda out front of the Beginners. 


On the second lap, Kehoe had 
pulled a slight margin over Franco, 
but after that circuit, Franco ran into 
all kinds of problems, with a couple 
falls and bike troubles, which allowed 
Kehoe to run away with the overall 
victory. Meanwhile, Van Duzen was 
putting a huge distance between 
himself and the rest of the Intermediates 
as he tried to stay with the ailing 
Franco. Osterday held onto second 
strongly, but it looked as though he 
might inherit the victory as Van Duzen 
took the white flag. The front hub on 
his Yamaha was coming apart rapidly, 
and it didn't appear to be able to make 
one more circuit. Van Duzen kept on 
going, however, and nursed his ripped 
out front wheel and blown fork seals in 
for the victory, while Osterday could 
not make up the ground quick enough 
to overtake the leader. 

Back in the Novice class, Gest over- 
took Lynch halfway through the lap, 
as did Richie James and Frank Darr. 
But in the last two laps of the race, 
James pulled within striking distance 
of an unsuspecting Gest, and in a late 
flurry, shot into the lead and went off 
to the win. Gest remained in second 
ahead of Darr, who was busy leading 
Shawn Freiling and Michael Knapp 
across the line. 

Jay Carmody and Dean Falce 
slipped around Jim Spotts for the 
Beginner lead positions, and set out to 
battle for the top trophy. Halfway 
through the race Falce began to pres- 
sure Carmody’s lead, and finally took 
over before the white flag. His lead 
held and he took the win, with 
Carmody, Spotts, and James Ruther- 
ford trailing. 

Also running with the Minis were 
the 50-60cc Pee Wees, piloted by 
Lance Johnson and Don Feeley. John- 
son grabbed the early lead, but there 
was no way he could pull away from 
Feeley. The two ran every lap right on 
each other, until the final lap, when 
Johnson got a little breathing room as 
he headed for the checkered flag. 

In the Pro classes, Erik MacCracken, 
Mark Lawrence and Jimmy Holley all 
took wins with their Yamahas after an 
hour of tough dicing. MacCracken was 
a surprise winner in the Open Pros, as 
he got through the first turn before 
Tim Locey piled into a tree and the 
pack spread out trying to avoid him. 
MacCracken was long gone by the 
halfway point in the race, in only his 
third Pro ride, but Locey was not giv- 
ing up as he flew past Dave Haugh, 
Ronnie Gibson and Doug Taft in his 
bid to overtake the leader. All efforts 
were futile though, as MacCracken 
held on to take the checkers well ahead 
of Locey. 


In the 250s, it was a runaway win for 
LOP's Mark Lawrence. Mike Shoe- 
maker grabbed the early lead with 
Dirt Bike Magazine's Kenny Zahrt, 
Lawrence, Cycle Guide Magazine's 
Dean Taylor, and Tracy Oswell dicing 
for position behind. At the end of the 
first lap Shoemaker was in control, but 
that was the only lap he would lead, as 
Lawrence put his YZ to the stops, and 
took over halfway through the next 
lap. Zahrt, in the meantime, pulled 
away from Oswell, who worked his way 
around Taylor. The rest of the race 
saw Lawrence extend his lead to an 
outrageous margin over Shoemaker, 
who fought to hold off Zahrt. Oswell 











and Taylor held position for the fourth 
and fifth payoff. 

The best battle of the day raged in 
the 125cc class, as Yamaha's Jimmy 
Holley and Gary Denton, who just 
picked up a ride with Luft on a new 
CR Honda, fought for 45 minutes for 
the lead. Denton had the holeshot at 
the start of the race, but in the first 
turn at the end of the sandwash, a 
downed rider forced Denton wide, and 
Gary plowed into the same tree as 
Locey had only moments earlier. 
Denton's Honda stalled, and Holley 
slipped inside, along with Mike 
Gosselaar. Gosselaar held the lead at 
the end of the first lap, but that was 
soon taken by Holley. Behind, Denton 
and the Luft Honda were passing rider 
after rider at will, and finally he 
caught sight of Holley. Denton pulled 
right alongside Holley, and out-powered 
him for the lead. Holley came right 
back with a pass alongside the river, 
but he couldn't match the riding 
Denton was performing elsewhere on 
the circuit. Denton took over again 
before the duo took the white flag, and 
seemed to have the race in the bag, 
but in the last lap in the section along 
the river, Denton's Honda ran out of 
gas. Holley motored on by the slightly 
disturbed Denton and took the win, 
then he, too, ran out of gas just a few 
feet after the checkered flag. John 
Drury took second ahead of Gosselaar 
and Rod Davidson. °

Argyll Park hosts 
NorCal’s first 1980 
mudbath MX |

DIXON, CA, JAN. 6 

Over 275 riders showed up at 
Argyll Park for the first northern 
California Sunday motocross of 
1980. The biggest problem was 
mud; many riders literally could not 
be scored because no identifying mark 
remained visible on bike or body. One 
lesson learned was that a large clear 
number on the back of your jersey — 
the same number you signed up with 
which is under all the mud on your 
bike — is the least apt to be 
obliterated by mud. 

Parts of the track were actually dry, 
other parts provided perfect traction, 
but enough was soaking wet to make 
mud the decisive factor. It was mighty 
slippery and the littlest bikes had the 
biggest trouble. Yet it could be ridden, 
as was amply demonstrated by Tim 
Aston, Ernie Cervantes and Егіс 
Cavalier, all of whom performed 
successfully on 80cc machines. 

In moto one of the 125cc Experts, 
the holeshot was commanded by 
Duane Marker riding a Suzuki he had 
brought all the way from Wenatchee, 
WA. Marker fell hard about a quarter 
of the way around and was relegated 
to 12th place before he was able to get 
going again. While he was reworking 
his way up to a fifth place finish, 
familiar local talents were positioning 
themselves in the front of the race — 
specifically Dana Waxham and Jeff 
Watts, both on Yamahas that had 
been through whatever treatment the 
folks at Moto-X Fox chose to give 
them. Mike Beier was third in line 
behind those foxy Yamahas in moto 
one, but in moto two Beier proved 
once more that in his capable hands a 
practically stock Suzuki from Cycle 
West in Petaluma is often the winner. 
Beier was first off the line and first 
across the finish to collect the overall 
win. Scott Rebuck, mounted оп 
another Cycle West Suzuki, provided 
an interesting challenge from second 
spot for half the race, but he left early 
yielding his spot to Spoof Pena (Suz) 
who finished ahead of Marker in third 
and Waxham fourth. 

Joey Schlag's KTM dominated both 
motos of the 250cc Experts. In moto 
one Schlag smoked to a spectacular 
finish nearly a full minute ahead of 
Randy Blair (Yam). Ted Cabral (Suz) 
was right on Blair's rear fender for 
third and Duane Marker (Suz) came 
across for fourth. The second moto 
saw Blair again in second and Marker 
in third. Cabral, forced to the edge of 
the track, dropped his front wheel into 
a ditch which resulted in a wild end 
over end crash. Somehow, he got back 
up onto the bike and finished good 
enough to claim fourth overall. 

Dean Wiggins (Mai) found that 
same ditch in the Open Expert race 
and performed а similar heart- 
stopping crash which took him out of 
the second moto early. Rory Rundle 
(Mai) took the holeshot in moto one 
only to be quickly replaced by Jim 
Inglebright (Mai) who led for two laps. 
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By the third lap Dean Shultz (yes, 
Darrell's brother, on a Suzuki) was in 
the lead and stayed there to the finish. 
Wiggins put in a remarkable perfor- 
mance going from second to last on 
the first lap to second to first for the 
checkered. 


Greg Nelson (Mai) had the hole- 
shot in the second moto but gave way 
to both Shultz, who scored a perfect 1- 
1-1, and Wiggins, who seriously 
challenged Shultz for that number one 
spot until his untimely drop into the 
ditch. 

In the Intermediate class, it was 
Wiley Craig who crossed the finish line 
first in three out of four tries riding 
both a 125 and a 250 Suzuki from 
Cycle West. Ed Minton, on a new 
Yamaha, was first in moto one of the 
125's and finished a close second to 
Wiley's win in moto two. Minton took 
home a well deserved first overall 
trophy. 

In both motos of the 250cc Intermedi- 
ates Wiley Craig was leading by the 
second lap. In moto one he stretched 
out a significant lead, which he 
needed when he fell during the fourth 
lap. Craig Connelly (Yam) closed in 
behind, but Wiley was up and away in 
time to retain his lead. Scott Perry had 
the holeshot in moto two, but Wiley, 
Larry Dashiell and Connelly all got 
past before the finish. Dashiell (Mai) 
experienced problems that put him 
behind in moto one but in moto two it 
was his red bike which chased Wiley 
across the finish line. 

There are no official results as yet 
for the 250cc Intermediate race but it 
was a welcome sight for those who 
remember the days when Wiley Craig 
dominated the 100cc Sportsman class 
to see him once again flying free in 
obvious command of the situation. 
Keep it up, Wiley! 

The Open Intermediates, with only 
six riders, were a welcome relief to the 
harried scorekeepers who were able to 
sort out all the mud covered numbers 
by a process of elimination if nothing 
else. Roger McCoy (Yam) holeshot 
moto one but by the end of the race it 
was Rick VanZant (Suz) in first with 
John Scruggs (Mai) second to McCoy's 
third. The second moto saw VanZant 
out in front the whole way with Jay 
Lewis (Suz) and Lee Miller (Suz) 
second and third.

November brings an end to reg- 
ular night MX at the Capitol 
City night track and brings the 
beginning of the aptly named 
Frostbite Series.

Trans-California trail 
in the works 


SACRAMENTO, CA, JAN. 14 

An Assembly policy committee has given unanimous approval to 
Assemblyman Bob Hayes’ bill appropriating $250,000 to study 
network off-highway vehicle trails running the length of California, 
from Mexico to Oregon. 

"| am very pleased that the Committee on Water, Parks and Wildlife 
passed AB 1620,” said the San Fernando Valley Republican. Now we 
go to work on Ways and Means.” That committee will be the next to 
hear Hayes’ bill. 

If passed by the Legislature and signed by the Governor, AB 1620 
would appropriate $250,000 from the Off-Highway Vehicle Fund for a 
feasibility study by the state Department of Parks and Recreation. The 
Fund receives monies from ORV registration fees, fines and a portion 
of the California gas tax. 

During the hearings on the bill, staff researchers said the study 
should be required to consider the problems of trespass and 
iin rine which might arise in connection with a trans-California 
trail. 

The California Recreational Trails Committee has endorsed the 
concept of such a trail, but the Department of Parks and Recreation 
has always pleaded lack of available staff to attempt the project. AB 
1620 would provide the staff.

Larry Roeseler, top American at the '79 International Six Days Trial, 
and his Baja-winning teammate Jack Johnson have left Team 
Husqvarna to join the new professional Yamaha off-road team. Also 
switching brands for 1980 are National Enduro Series notables Mike 
Hannon from Kawasaki and Rick Munyon from Honda. Completing 
the team are Yamaha regulars John Fero, Jim Fishback, Bruce Ogilvie, 
Chuck Miller and Ron Ribolzi. 

"We hope to select a Manufacturer's Team," Clark responded to a 
question regarding their Two-Day/ISDT plans, ''...or something а little 
bigger." Support for the team “will not be a wives and girlfriends 
thing,” Clark added. 

“They'll all have mechanics and trucks,” Bell said. When asked if the 
mechanics had been:selected, Bell responded, “Yes, but they're with 
other firms right now.” 

On the Winston Pro Series trail, Yamaha has contracted Mert Law- 
will to build short track and TT bikes for Kenny Roberts, Rick Hocking 
and Junior-ranked Jim Filice. Roberts is slated to contest the Feb. 8-9 
Houston Astrodome events only, but Hocking and Filice will ride all 
National short track and TT events on their Yamahas. 

Bob Hannah, recovering from a pre-Christmas operation, was en 
route to Canada to take part in a Canadian Motorcycle Association 
trade show at the time of the press conference. His broken leg had 
developed an infection, and as a result, is healing slower than antici- 
pated. To accommodate the healing process, Hannah has switched to 
the 500cc National MX Series. Mike Bell has agreed to take Bob's 
place with teammate Marty Tripes in the 250cc class. 








Riverbottom Park? Flooding of the 
Feather River forced postponement of 
the Hi-Point Racing Products NorCal 
Regional Motocross when Marysville's 
Riverfront Park disappeared under 
the rapidly-swelling river.

‘Domeward bound for lucky #13 


Going back to Texas for the 18th 
year and the twin AMA openers 
on Feb. 8-9 at the Houston 
Astrodome? It's time once again. 

Break out all the new rookie Ex- 
perts, but be sure to throw away all 
their press clippings from their Novice 
and Junior years. Rookies do not fare 
well at the 'Dome. 


Break out the new racing suits of 
leather, the new bikes and new paint 
jobs. More than one will leave Texas 
beaten, battered and scratched. 

Times change quickly. A few years 
ago, it was all 650/750cc twins for the 
TT. Now most will be 500cc singles, 
winning singles. 

Bring in the "TT specialists" from 
the Northwest for Friday night and the 
oval gang from short track, half mile 
and mile for Saturday night. 

But whén the real bets are placed, 
remember this: Only one rider has 
ever won the TT twice, only one rider 
has ever won the short track twice, and 
only one rider has ever won them both 
in the same season. 


If the 13th annual is to be lucky, 
then it would be that for Steve Eklund 
who has won 13 National races or 
Randy Goss who carries number 13 
and scored 13 points each night in '79. 

What about Kenny Roberts return- 
ing to National dirt racing for the first 


time since he rode at Houston back in , 


"78? The "official word" is that he will 
race both events. 

Some avid bench racers are saying 
that he will win them both; some say 
he will win one of them. Some are 


betting he will not qualify for either’ 


final...with odds, of course. 


The Grand Marshal will be Bart 
Markel. Bart has tried to qualify for 
the short track event down there for 
several years but has failed to make the 
cut. This time he gets a special ride 
around the track and will stand alone 
atop the famous jump before the race 
as the only rider to ever win 28 
National races. 


Soon after the introduction he will 
be flanked on one side by Jay 
Springsteen who has 25 victories and 
on the other side by Roberts who has 
27 — a combined total of 80 National 
wins! Bring your camera. 


Roberts, after a long career in the 
dirt track ranks, makes his only dirt 
appearance for the year at Houston. 
Not to be outdone is first time dirt 
Expert, Freddie Spencer, who watched 
last year with a broken arm while the 
Juniors did their thing. Freddie will 
also ride the dirt this year only at 
Houston. 


Spencer, the.new pride of Louisiana 
has signed with Honda to ride in the 
Superbike class at all AMA road races 
this year and then jump down to a new 
250cc Honda for all of the new Kenny 
Roberts Benefit European road race 
series that was created by Kenny, 
promoted by Kenny and will more 
than likely be won by Kenny. 


But fast Freddie wants to race at 
least once in front of those avid Bayou 
state fans that have had nothing to 
cheer about for the past few years. 


He will also ride in the Daytona 200 
miler aboard a Yamaha 750 and later 
at Laguna on the same bomb tuned by 
Erv Kanemoto, the master wrench 
who tuned Freddie to the top spot in 
250cc Expert road racing last season. 

Freddie wants at least one shot at 
Roberts in the states in a non-sponsored 
Roberts event to find out just how 
much he really has learned since he 
was 12 years old and a new road racer. 
The Roberts-Spencer shootout at 
Daytona should be worth another 
10,000-20,000 people. 

Honda, Harley-Davidson and 
Yamaha will all have factory-sponsored 
riders at Houston. Honda's Mickey Fay 
won it last year but didn't win another 
race the rest of the year. Ted Boody 
won the next night on a Yamaha as a 
privateer. Like Fay, Ted was to find 
Houston his only win in "79. 

New faces include another Jones 
boy, David, from Oklahoma, Bubba 
Shobert and Ricky Resweber from 
Texas and Jeff Haney from California, 
to name a few. 

Shobert won both of the Junior 
invitationals at the 'Dome last year to 
become the only Junior ever to do that 
twin-win-in-24-hours bit. 

The 1979 Rookie of the Year, 
Michigan's Scotty Parker will be back 
a year older, much wiser and with a 
full year on the circuit behind him, 
which included two National wins. 
Scotty failed to make either main 
event last February. 

Jay Springsteen is back with his new 
teammate, Randy Goss. Jay took a full 
bore whack in the back during the TT 
last year and was on and off the injury 
list the rest of the way. Running hurt, 
he still bagged four major wins. 

But as late as December they were 
still calling the doctor for an appoint- 
ment to continue to try and find out 
what is causing the problems. This was 
after a trip to the famed Mayo Clinic 
where they are supposed to know it all 
when it comes to health problems. 
Good luck, Jay. 

The new Champ, Steve Eklund, and 
his “Think-Tank” squad from 
California are ready for the ‘Dome 
once again. Eklund always does well in 
both events and stands alone as the 
only double winner of the twin events 
the same year. Rate him as the favorite 
both nights and you have a good bet 
going. 

Eklund, Springsteen and many 
more would like nothing better than to 
get King Kenny into both finals and 
show the newer race fans the fast way 
around. But Kenny has won both 
events under the roof in the past, once 
as a long ago rookie. He knows his way 
around, and don't be fooled by the 
fact that he has not raced the AMA 
dirt for two years. Another good bet. 

Somewhere outside of beautiful 
downtown Modesto there has to be a 
practice track of some sort to keep 
Kenny busy between flights to Europe. 


But when all is said and done, the 
‘Dome events of late have created а 
habit of popping up with new/un- 
expected riders in the first three 
places. The majority do not crack the 
winners' circle the rest of the year — 
for many reasons. 

You have to be good, you have to be 
brave, you have to be consistent and 
you have to be lucky even to get into 
either main event. You have to have a 
lot of everything to get in the select 
circle. 

The motorcycle show goes for three 
days once again right next door to the 
‘Dome. All in all, it probably is the 
most compact and best buy of the 
year, and nobody cares whether it 
rains or not. 

See you under the lights on Feb. 8-9 
along with 40,000-plus fans and two to 
three hundred new and old Pro racers.

Good news 


According to Assemblyman Bob 
Hayes' office, the present confu- 
sion in the Capitol over the 
Speakership of the Assembly has 
caused the attempt to overrride the 
Governor's veto of Assembly Bill 1407 
to be delayed for at least another 
week. This gives us more time to pick 
up the phone and call your own 
Assemblyman and tell him to support 
Hayes' veto override of the Sagebrush 
Rebellion bill. 

In spite of the inaction on the 
Assembly floor, Hayes tells us that 
there has been some significant pro- 
gress on pro-biker legislation in the 
committees. Hayes' Assembly Bill 1620 
was approved in the Parks and Wildlife 
Committee on January 9: This bill will 
require the Department of Parks and 
Recreation to begin a plan to develop 
a motorcycle trail system which will 
extend across the state. Sounds good to 
us. Hayes assures us that there is a plan 
afoot to make sure that bikers have a 
major input into the development of 
this trail plan. There are still a 
number of legislative hurdles ahead 
for this idea, but if it happens, good 
things might be in store for riders. 

The Bureau of Land Management 
is still working on a reorganization of 
that agency's offices within California. 
Although “officially” no final decision 
has been reached, it is a badly kept 
secret that State Director Jim Ruch has 
already requested the funds to pull it 
off. The level of dissatisfaction among 
field employees in the BLM over the 
tactics of newly-appointed State Di- 
rector Ruch is at an all-time high. We 
wonder if many of the BLMers in the 
rank and file might secretly be support- 
ing the Sagebrush Rebellion. 

Certainly it wouldn't break a lot of 
hearts among BLM staffers if Ruch 
became the victim of an internal "sage- 
brush rebellion" and got transferred to 
Fresno or Alaska or some place where 
he couldn't do as much harm. We 
know a Duck who might even buy the 
plane tickets. 

Still, it’s hard for us to sympathize a 
great deal with the poor BLM 
employees who feel so oppressed by 
their new dictatorial boss. After all, it 
was many of these same people who 
cancelled race permits, requested us to 
get impossible written permission 
permits for crossing small tracts of 
private lands, etc. And worst of all, 
they dragged the Phantom Duck 
through the courts for a year just to 
prove that it’s not nice to question 
BLM. Anyway, we still want to wish 
them well on their attempts to do away 
with Ruch.

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Class D racing for the’80s? 


I enjoyed the “750 vs. 500” editorial 
by Charles Clayton, having raced both 
H-D flatheads and an occasional BSA 
500. 

I'm no longer involved in any way 
whatsoever, but hate to see dirt track 
racing fade out. Perhaps, hopefully, 
the recent upturn in thoughtful letters 
and editorials will help save it. 

I'd like to offer a thought if I may: 
An accurate and very thorough history 
lesson should be the first order of the 
day in order to eliminate may 
misconceptions, which seem to intrude 
into many letters. Cycle News would 
be a good sounding board for hashing 
over what history tells us, but the facts 
should be assembled first. 

Why Class C? What were original 
equipment rules? What years were 
they changed? What were the 
changes? Who held voting majority 
each year? Who won #1 each year? 
Who voted for 750сс OHV? (It wasn't 
H-D, they voted for 350cc while 
having in the back room an aluminum 
750cc OHV engine which pumped 75 
bhp back about 1961. 

So who stacked the deck against 
themselves? Dick O'Brien and H-D 
didn’t get on top without planning for 
it and putting a lot of money and 
effort into it. The voting record at 
AMA should tell if they have stacked 
rules in their favor and should give 
ground some to allow other brands a 
better chance or not. 

Whatever, H-D will be the one to 
bear the cost of saving dirt track. But 
they've had to change before to give 
other makes an easier shot at it. They 
may get beat a time or two, but in 
another 10 years you'll see the same 
problem again. In 1990 should we 
restrict the H-D 500 to give the 350cc 
Japanese bikes a chance? 

It would be nice to see a lot of the 
completely wrong self-serving 
arguments removed from the issue. 
For instance the booming 750 theory 
of spectator attractions. Any size bike 
can produce the 110dB muffled limit. 
The number of impulses per second as 
well as the pitch of a 750cc twin would 
fall somewhere in between a 500cc 
twin and a 500cc single. My ears would 
prefer the single. 

What I feel should be given serious 
consideration would be another class 








formed to race at the Nationals as a 
support class as well as being 
incorporated т all dirt track 
programs. It could be called class D 
and should be based on the original 
concept of Class C for the same reasons 
Class C was formed — to make it 
possible for people with limited funds 
to buy a bike off a showroom floor or 
whatever, do some modifications and 
go racing. It would put an assortment 
of makes on the track, creating more 
interest to the spectator. 


For a bike to qualify, there should 
be 2000 street machines sold, or a 
percent of the manufacturers total 
U.S. sales. Stock frames, with 
additional bracing allowed for safety, 
should be required. Allowing changes 
in rake and wheelbase would make it 
possible to have very good handling at 
the cost of additional weight over 
special frames, with lighter engines 
balancing a lot of that out. 

Riders who aren't faring too well in 
the big class could drop back to this 
class and to this cheaper form of 
racing rather than hang it up. This 
would allow the 750cc class to 
continue as is for those who can afford 
it, with an alternative to those who 
can't. It-would give the factories who 
don't have the dirt track expertise of 
H-D to get their feet wet іп a class 
where they would have a chance of 
winning while learning. 

There definitely should be а 
claiming rule to hold down the use of 
exotic metals by the manufacturers. 
Of course, the manufacturer won't like 
that and would want the price raised 
every time someone claimed one, at 
which they could be invited to go Class 
C if they wanted more freedom in 
what they could do. 

Who knows? Maybe someday you 
would see a Yamazuki trouncing the 
XRs. But they need: to do their 
homework first, and class D would be 
a good place to do it without losing 
face. 

Restrictors are the reason most 
people drive a less efficient wedge, or 
whatever, engine design in their cars 
instead of a hemi-type. NASCAR 
restricted the Chrysler hemi to allow 
other makes to be more competitive 
with less expensive to build engines. 
Chrysler didn't hold patent rights to a 
hemi combustion chamber. The others 














could have built hemis. If they had, we 
would be driving hemis today and 
getting better mileage. There's no 
place in racing for restrictors unless a 
person wants to think all the 
competitors should be оп equal 
equipment and the racing is to see 
who's the best rider or driver. 

The factories aren't in it for the 
rider. They want to prove their 
machines are best. That's what racing 
is about. Otherwise, why would the 
factories even bother?

CMC/Can-Am Golden State MX Series: Round two 





Mudder at Madera to Johnson, Wo:

MADERA, CA, JAN. 13 


It hadn't quit raining for days and it wasn't 
about to stop; not even for race number two of 
the Can-Am sponsored CMC Golden State 
Series held at Lake Madera. Probably the only 


thing that saved the day was the 
track's hard packed sand base 
which soaked up the rain like a 
sponge. Anyone smart enough 
to make it around or through the few 
mudholes were sure to pick up some 
bucks. 

Amid the mud and the mire of 
Sunday's Pro class races it was Yamaha 
mounted Rick Johnson pulling off the 
125cc win, with Team Kawasaki's 
Larry Wosick taking the 250cc bout, 
followed by "Rocket" Rex Staten 
washing things out in the Open class 
with his factory backed Yamaha. 


125cc Pro 


Previous winner Jeff Ward of Team 
Kawasaki wasn't at Madera to 
maintain his points lead, which gave 
runnerup John O'Mara the chance to 
pull out a strong points lead. But, un- 
fortunately, the Team Mugen star was 
hampered by the heavy footwork re- 
quired in getting around the muddy, 
rutted track and his broken foot wasn't 
cooperating as it had the previous 
week. Johnny still collected a fifth 
overall for the day, this week aboard a 
non-watercooled Mugen Honda, to 


remain in strong contention for the 
series class lead. 

Gary Denton put his total stock 
Honda CR into the holeshot lead of 
the first moto chased by Scott 
Burnworth, Jim Holley, Dave Taylor 
and Ron Turner. Suzuki support rider 
Burnworth couldn't cope with the 
mud and dropped back quickly, 
putting Holley up into a temporarily 
distant second behind Denton and 
ahead of Taylor. Towards the halfway 
point Holley began closing on Denton 
and he finally splashed by on the fifth 
lap of the rain shortened eight-lap 
motos to take the lead which he held to 
the finish line. 

Dave Taylor figured he at least had 
a secure third, but the Team LOP 
rider had been using a snowmobile suit 
to keep warm and dry. Not far from 
the end of the moto Taylor was over- 
come from the heat his body had built 
up in the protective suit and he was 
forced to drop back to ninth place. 
Collecting third was Rick Johnson 
tailed by Burnworth and O'Mara. 

Moto/mudder number two saw 
Gary Denton repeating his first moto 
lead steal only to bite it in the first big 





mud hole he saw. The race was turned 
over to Rick Johnson as Denton re- 
covered in second ahead of Holley, 
Turner, Burnworth and Taylor. 
"Radical" Ron Turner kept up a scorch- 
ing pass and repass battle with Holley 
for the first half of the moto as the pair 
flung mud at each other in trade for 
third place. The Team Suzuki test 
rider finally won out, pulling away 
from Holley and catching Denton on 
lap six for second spot. 

Turner tried to reel in the remaining 
distance to leader Rick Johnson, but 
he ran out of time and had to remain 
content with second. O'Mara, looking 
good in the final laps, blasted himself 
up from near the back of the pack to 
nail Denton as well and took third with 
Holley in fifth. Dave Taylor had 
dropped his bike to the end of the line 
after sticking it for two laps in a 
hidden hole. 


250cc Pro 


Mad man of the day had to be ber- 
zerko Rex Staten who was trying to 
pull off two class wins. But in the 250cc 
class the Rocket Man spent too much 
time flying through the air or swim- 
ming out from beneath his Yamaha to 
catch overall winner Larry Wosick on 
the Mike McAndrews wrenched KX 
250 Uni-Traker Kawasaki. 

"T knew I had to get the holeshot 
both motos or else I'd lose all my 
goggle tear-offs the first lap and 
wouldn't be able to see anything," 
explained Wosick. "I wanted to keep 
Staten behind me for at least the first 
couple of laps so he'd use up his 





goggles. I just thought about going as 
smooth as I could." 

It was Jim Ellis who shot off the 
start of the first moto in the 250cc 
clas, but Wosick was right behind. 
When Ellis bailed off his bike twice on 
the third lap, Wosick had the lead and 
was gone. Team Husky rider Mike 
Loeffler held down third spot for a 
while before pitching himself into the 
drink ahead of Yamaha riders Mike 
Brown and Mark Lawrence. 

Staten had crashed out on the first 
lap and was left in last place, but once 
Rex got running again there was no, 
stopping him. He slipped and slithered” 
around, hanging onto the handlebars 
with nothing but tenacity, and passed 
Brown just four corners before the 
checkered flag to take second place 
behind Wosick. 

The second moto start saw Wosick 
and Staten racing side by side through 
turn one. Staten hit a bump and 
almost bailed off, dropping back to 
fifth as Wosick roosted out a strong 
lead ahead of Ellis, Lawrence and 
Brown. Staten wasn't backing off one 
bit as he blasted up to second position 
on the third lap; he lost control in a 
wild flying-W — but saved it and set 
out after Wosick and the lead. Ron 
Turner, also riding his second class of 
the day, motored up into third place. 
With three laps to go Staten made his 
play for Wosick and the lead, pulling 
up even beside him on a bumpy and 
muddy straight with a small jump near 
the end. 

"I had just pulled up beside Wosick 
and was passing him," said Rex after- 
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wards, shaking his head with a 
humorous sigh, “when I went to pull 
off my dirty goggles. I didn't see the 
jump we were going over and crashed!" 

Wosick's strategy had paid off. Staten 
recovered in fifth spot and blasted 
back up to third behind Lawrence 
before the finish. Wosick had the 
second moto in the bank, enough to 
make the payment on his Corvette this 
month and enough left over to treat 
himself to a pizza on the way home. He 
was stylin'. 

Open Pro 

Staten may have been scraping the 
mud out of his teeth in the 250cc class, 
but once he ran back to the pits and 
traded off his quarter liter for his favor- 
ite 465cc monster YZ there was no 
stopping him. 

In the first round it was Staten trench- 
ing out the lead ahead of CMC Open 
class champ Dave Wood, also 465 YZ 
clad, as the two waltzed their tractors 
from one turn to the next. On lap three 
Wood bailed off and down to fifth spot 
as Kawasaki factory test rider Goat 
Breker plowed his KX 420 Uni-Trak 
into second ahead of Tim Locey and 
Brian Davis. Wood would displace 
Davis for fourth place at the end of the 
moto as Staten collected an 
undisputed win ahead of Breker and 
Locey. 

Moto two was once again a Rex 
Staten romp, this time from the 
starting line to the checkered flag. 
Breker was running second until he 
‘got lost in a mudhole: someone found 
him later and brought him home for a 
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disappointing 13th place. Maico rider 
Steve Rhyan moved into second place 
when Breker went out only to find 
himself, too, sliding out from a spill 
that dropped him to third. When 
Dave Woods crashed out again as well, 
Dave Evans found himself with second 
for the moto behind Staten, followed 
by Steve Rhyan. 

Round three of the Can-Am 
sponsored СМС Golden State Series 
race will be held at Fremont Raceway 
on January 19-20. It’s just south of 
Oakland on the ‘Frisco Bay in Pacifica. 
If you want to see another mudder, 
don’t miss out. e.

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Uni-Trak woo

Last but not least. 


That must have been 


Kawasaki’s thought concerning the release of 


their 1980 woods weapon, 


the Uni-Trak 


suspended KDX175. 1979 turned out to be a 


year in which the three other 
Japanese factories put some no- 
nonsense 175’s on the enduro 
circuits and Kawasaki opted to 
follow suit. Using their latest 
technology and MX advancements, 
Kawasaki offers woods riders a suspen- 
sion so new that 1980 will be the first 
time Kawasaki offers it on their MX 
models. 

Kawasaki is making a sincere effort 
to put the KDX on the trails. With a 
retail price of $1195, the bike will un- 
dercut the 1980 РЕ175 Suzuki which will 
sell for $1379 and the IT175 Yamaha 
which will retail for $1395. The first 
run of the KDX175 was limited and it 
has been reported that every mount 
was absorbed by the dealer network 
immediately. 

The first thing we noticed when the 
KDX is fired up is its clean, crisp 
exhaust note. Not loud, but 
reminiscent of a factory tuned 
machine. The noise does not stand 
alone - it is matched with power that 
can be put to use through the KDX's 


six speed gearbox. One of our testers 
has ridden a PE175 Suzuki іп com- 
petition the past season. He said the 
KDX will take his PE hands down in a 
contest of useable power. Kawasaki 
claims the KDX is worth 24 horses, 
and throughout the test we found the 
figure quite believable. 

Keeping the bike on the pipe is 
recommended, yet if needed in the 
right situations the bike can be lugged 
at low rpm's with no adverse effects. It 
is almost impossible to load the KDX 
up. At times we left it in third gear 
and found it could be used in either 
tight woods or open sections with ease. 

The gearbox is clean and stable. 
The KDX makes positive shifts and 
never jumps out of gear. That's com- 
mendable considering that to use the 
powerplant to its fullest extent with a 
six speed box the rider must stir the 
shifter constantly. 

The Uni-Trak does the trick, but a 
heavier rider that rides at a brisk pace 
тау wish the unit came equipped with 
a reservoir in order to prevent fading. 
One of our lighter testers felt a change 
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in damping after an hour of hard 
riding, but he also felt the rear end 
was a bit too stiff to start with, 

We observed the Kawasaki Enduro 
Team ride in a few events and noticed 
that some of the riders contended with 
Uni-Trak fade after approximately 45 
minutes of riding. One must consider, 
though, that some of the team mem- 
bers weigh almost 200 pounds and 
take the KDX to its limits. 

One other area where a team 
Kawasaki member had problems was 
the rear brake. In two instances the 
rear backing plate exploded. It seems 
that weight and a high level of riding 
ability can build up a stress factor the 
KDX can't withstand - at least in stock 
form. 

The. front forks brought mixed 
opinions. Lighter testers found the 
units adequate in stock form, while air 
caps were desired by heavier riders for 
a bit stiffer feel. 

After 250 miles the KDX's chain 
and sprockets show little wear - but the 
chain guide does. The rubber guard on 
the top of the swingarm holds its own, 
but the plastic chain guide already has 
deep grooves in'it and looks like it will 
go away after a few more runs. To our 
surprise, a replacement guide costs 
only $5.66, which is not that big of a 
chunk out of one's maintenance 
budget. 

No chain tensioner is offered on the 
KDX and the initial chain stretch kept 
us making nunerous adjustments for 
the first few miles. After the chain. set- 
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tled into place few adjustments аге 
needed. We noted the countershaft 
sprocket is held in place with a circlip, 
eliminating the problem of stripped 
and dirty threads with the conven- 
tional shaft and nut arrangement. 

The air box and filter arrangement 
is top rate. Three Phillips head screws 
are removed to pull the left side cover 
and expose the filter. One wing nut 
secures the filter, which is a two-stage 
item with a fuzzy outside and a fine 
foam liner - all in one piece. Take 
care, however, to replace the side 
cover so that it's in place; if it isn't 
you'll invite dirt and water into the 
box. 

All the controls do their stuff. The 
kill button looks a bit Mickey-Mouse, 
but nonetheless works. The 
headlight/taillight assembly worked 
all through the test, .but the on/off 
switch for the unit is vunerable, 
located on the headlight. It should 
either be removed or re-located. 

No brake light was offered on the 
KDX, which makes the bike illegal on 
the road in many states. Since almost 
every enduro uses public roads and 
legality checks have been popping up 
during some runs, a rider on a KDX 
may be asking for a citation. 


The front fender is one of the best 
production units on the bike - wide 
and long. The rear fender is hare 
scrambles oriented. It's too short and a 
tag can't be mounted unless the 
taillight is re-mounted. 














The rear brake lever is fairly well 
tucked in but is non-folding. A sturdy 
folding shifter is offered which gave us 
no problem. 

Removal of the front wheel is easily 
accomplished. It comes off smoothly 
with the backing plate staying on the 
right fork leg - out of the way. The 
rear wheel almost requires a magician 
to remove. The backing plate stays 
suspended on the full floating rear 
brake arm and is in the way when the 
wheel is to be pulled clear. 

Few alterations are needed to make 
the KDX race ready. We decided to 
remove the countershaft cover and 
kickstand, though some of the 
Kawasaki team riders leave these items 
оп. We also trimmed the bars to 30 in- 
ches - a necessary task in order to 
compete in Eastern enduro com- 
petition. The stock 0.1.0) rims were left 
on; they are the choice of many serious 
riders. 

Kawasaki's riders also install air 
caps and use a stiff preload on the Uni- 
Trak. The preload is set by turning a 
nut that is threaded onto the bottom 
of the stock. The arrangement offers a 
multitude of settings, but is bother- 
some. The owner's manual states the 
shock must be removed from the 
frame to be adjusted. By the time the 
right setting is found a good chunk of 
time could be consumed in removing 
and re-installing the shock. 

A Magura throttle replaces the stock 
unit, and there is a possibility that the 
team bikes may receive engine work 
and a shock reservoir in the future. 

We, along with Kawasaki's team 
riders, decided the stock tires weren't 
up to the job. Red Dot tires, 
distributed by Hi-Point Products, 
work well for us. A 3.00 x 21 was put 
on the front and a 4.50 x 18 on the 
rear. The 4.50 suited lighter riders, 
but those 150 pounds and over may 
wish to mount а 3.85 x 18 tire in order 
to get a bit of sometimes needed 
wheelspin. 

One or two kicks always brought the 








KDX to life, no matter if it was just 
rolled out of the garage or picked out 
of a mudhole. When the bike needed 
to be yanked out of some slop, the 
grab handle behind the seat came in 
handy. It was sturdy and gave 
someplace to grip with good leverage 

The KDX worked in the woods. 
Most felt the optimum riding position 
on the 175 was a bit back off the tank 
when sitting. The seat seems to have 
been trimmed of padding towards the 
rear to reduce seat height, which is an 
even trade, 


The KDX will snap a rider from 
turn to turn with confidence, having a 
well balanced feel and no top heavy ef- 
fects. When a manufacturer incor- 
porates good suspension, strong and 
useable motor and good geometry in 
one package, the result is an ac- 
celerated riding pace through a variety 
of terrain with less effort. 


A 2.8 gallon tank gave up to a 65 
mile range which kept us going in en- 
duros, yet no reserve petcock setting is 
offered. The odometer is fairly ac- 
curate, but top level riders may wish to 
install a very precise replacement such 
as a VDO speedometer /odometer. 

Kawasaki claims the KDX weighs 
218 pounds dry. We slung the bike - 
along with a partial tank of gas, tran- 
smission oil and a few pounds of mud - 
over a bathroom scale and found the 
KDX weighing in at 223. The 
КОХ does, however. feel light. One 
sure way of trimming extra weight for 
the '81 model would be to replace the 
steel swingarm with an aluminum one. 

1980 could be the year green grabs 
the gold at many enduro and hare 
scrambles events. Kawasaki might 
have been last in the big four 175cc 
woods race, but we've decided they are 
surely not least. Jack Penton and his 
enduro team should be putting on a 
show at the National Enduros this 
coming season. The KDX175 they'll 
be riding just might put a mean green 
machine in the winner's circle. Ы

Bell 


The man American | 


motocrossers 
look up to

Mike Bell, Team Yamaha's long-legged 500cc class star, did what no 
other rider could do in 1979; finishing in the top three т all three major 
AMA series’, the 500cc Nationals, Supercross and the Trans-USA Serres. 
Bell, 22, is a standout on any track. At 6 3" he 


often the only rider on the start- 
ing line with both feet flat on the 
ground. He's a standout on the 
track in terms of ability as well, 
winning the last three 500cc Nationals 
in an intense battle that saw him and 
Danny LaPorte tahe the title fight 
down to the last race of the year where 
it was ultimately decided in LaPorte's 
favor by a scant three points. 

Bell burst on the motocross scene in 





1974, putting together ап amazing 
collection of night race wins to take 
the Continental Moto-sports Club 
number one plate in the 125cc Pro 
class. 

In 1977, a weekly habit of cleaning 
up in both the 250 and 500cc Pro 
classes at CMC races, as well as a 
Support class win in the Carlsbad 
USGP, helped Bell get a Yamaha 
contract. 

In 1978, after winning the Super-

bowl of Motocross, Bell started off hot 
in the 500cc Nationals. A knee injury, 
however, put him out of action after 
only a few races. 

We sat down and talked with Mike 
the day before the Anaheim Coca- 
Cola Motocross Finals. He was 
preparing for a trip to Australia for a 
stadium race, still getting moved into 
his new house in Orange County, as 
well as getting ready for the Anaheim 
event. Here's how й went... . . . 





In the last season you've had two 
runner-up series. How do you feel 
about 1979 as a year? 

I don't know. 1 feel bad about losing 
because of the things that happened. 
Maybe it could have been different, 
but I think I've learned a lot this year 
from my mistakes and I think we've 
got a real good shot next year. The 
competition's going to be different, so 
its really hard to say. All I can do is 
my best. 

Next year there are going to be a lot 
of riders changing teams, except for 
Yamaha. Do you think that's going 
to be an advantage for you next 
year? 

Yes. We should have an advantage 
right off the start. In the first seven 
races next year we'll be riding our '79 
bikes, so we won't have any big 
changes right off the bat. Then all 
through that time we'll be testing the 
new stuff off and оп, getting 
everything ready for the Nationals. 
That's the main goal. Everybody wants 
to win the Nationals. We're just going 
to try and outride them in the Super- 
crosses. 

How do you feel about Supercross 
growing? There’s lots more races 
next year. The National series isn't 
keeping up. 

Well, it's understandable the way 
people and promoters are. It's so much 
easier for people to come to a stadium 
and watch a race. It's a lot more 
expensive for promoters to run 
бирегсгозз, but they do have a big 
turnaround on it. Outdoor promoters 
of these small backwoods tracks, really 
nice tracks, just can't put up enough 
money to put on a big, full-scale event 
with a lot of advertisement and get the 
crowd. 

I like Supercross in some ways, but 
not like I like outdoors. That's my first 
love. That's what I've always worked 
for, and what I trained for. So it's kind 
of disappointing that something that 
has just sort of been spun off of moto- 
cross, Supercross, is becoming a lot 
bigger. 

Financially, it's a lot better. But it 
could be better yet. There's still some 
bugs in it. But it's a good show. 

What would you do to improve it? 

I don't really know. There's just some 
things like as far as the money. The 
promoters have their feelings about it 
and the writers have, and we have our 
feelings about it too. There should be 
some kind of a compromise in there. 
The Superbowl — however many 
million dollars they make on that race 
— the first place rider only makes 
$4700 or something like that. It's not 
worth it. You should come out of there 
with no less than $10,000 straight off 
the top for first. I mean if Saddleback 
can give $10,000 for first place in the 
Olympiad, there's no reason why not. 
And at Saddleback I don't think they 
had over 10,000 people. 

I think there could be some kind of 
a percentage on the gate figured out. 
Sometimes maybe the riders might lose 
out, but that's the thing. If we had to 
promote the race too, then we could 
get people more excited about it 
because if we knew the more people 
that were coming, the more money we 
were going to make. 1 think that's a 
possibility. It might be all backwards. 
We might all lose our ass on it, I don't 
know. 


Do you see yourself going to Europe 
to race? 

I guess I dream about it. I'd like to go 
over there and compete in the World 
Championship, but I know I need 
some more experience and I can get 
that in the Nationals. I'm hoping that 
next year or the year after I can get 
some experience during some of our 
off times — go over to Europe once in 
an international meet, maybe not the 
GPs. Just go over there and check it 
out, get a little experience. I hope next 





year I can ride the Trophee des 
Nations. 

Did anybody approach you about 
riding the Trophee and Motocross 
des Nations this year? 

Yes, we were supposed to go. It was all 
planned, but it just was too conflicting 
with the Nationals. The last week of 
the Nationals was the week before the 
first race in Finland. We were trying to 
win the National Championship and 
trying to worry about going to Europe 
and getting the bikes over there got to 
be too much of a hassle, so we said we 
wouldn't go and maybe they could 
stick somebody else in, But then they 
decided to drop the team. Nobody had 
seemed very enthused about it. It was 
all kind of "If you want to go you can." 
It wasn't a big deal and they didn't put 
a lot of emphasis on it. So I didn't 
think it was too big of a deal, and I 
didn't realize that when I said I 
wouldn't go that it was going to cancel 
the whole team. But it was too late. 
We called Kenny Clark when we were 
in Florida and told him that we 
decided not to go and he was going to 
get ahold of AMA. A couple of days 
later we heard that nobody was going 
to get to go at all. I felt bad about 
that.

How about the National Series? 
That was really close. 


We only had one DNF and it cost us. It 
was the first race. I had a fifth in the 
first moto but I was in a crash and my 
bars and everything got all bent up. 
Dave was busy fixing the bike and 
didn’t get a chance to do the air 
cleaner, so in the second moto it wasn't 
four laps before it sucked enough 
sand. It had already started from the 
first moto, and just bored the thing 
out and it wouldn't run anymore. 
Those were the points we needed right 
there. It should have made it even 
because LaPorte had a DNF too, but it 
didn't. I DNFed, he won and in the 
moto he DNF, I got a fourth. 


A couple of times I had bad motos, 
but I still finished second or third, or 
whatever, and I wasn't really happy 
with the way I rode. You can't be 
100% every moto. It's so hard to have 
a great day every day. 1 won the last 
three Nationals, but a couple of those 
motos, even the ones I won, were 
terrible. I was hating it so bad because 
I was tired for one reason or another or 
some track condition was really annoy- 
ing me. I won the second moto in 


Florida by 45 seconds but I was: 


miserable. I was getting drenched with 
water: it was 90-some degrees and 90- 
some percent humidity and that stuff 
gets to you. 


Carlsbad must have been really bad. 
It was disappointing more than 
anything else. So many people behind 
you there. I was capable of doing it, 
but I wasn't ready for that heat. I was 
trying to be smart and not drink too 
much water, but 1 underdid it. I 
should have taken in more water 
because I ran out of sweat. In that 
much heat our bodies will just sweat 
it all out. I was dry; there was no sweat 
any more. I was out there and I felt 
like I was standing behind an exhaust 
fan. It was so hot. No matter how fast 
I went or how slow I went, it was just 
hot. Then when I started missing — I 
couldn't remember where I'd been. 





The track kept getting new every lap. I 
couldn't even hold my head up. 

There were a couple of places where 
you really had to be on it, like where 
Heikki crashed. That was really tricky. 
You had to hit it just right, because if 
you didn't, you'd hit that mud. I 
didn't have enough strength for the 
last few laps. If I'd have hit the other 
side, I would probably have just 
busted all the bones in my body 
because I couldn't hold myself off the 
bars. 

That was really weird. Nothing like 
that ever happened to me before; it 
never has since. Even the following 
week I had a good day. It didn't 
bother me at all. I worked out the next 
week. 

How much training do you do? 

It depends on the time of the year. 
During the beginning part of the year 
I really work hard, because we just 


have Supercrosses and stuff where we 
fly on a Friday to get to the race, and 
go home Sunday night and have until 
Friday, so we have plenty of time to 
train hard. That's when I go to the 
gym, do a lot of running and bicycle 
riding, and a lot of riding. That's the 
best time to do the riding, a lot of trail 
riding and things like that. 

When I'm in a series I try to just do 
running and exercise, just the normal 
things to keep loose and keep in shape. 
It's usually easier just to play tennis or 
racquetball or go riding bicycles — 
there's a lot of things to do to keep in 
shape. The best thing though, is riding 
— that's what gets you in shape. Those 
Nationals — from week to week you're 
in better shape every week. You've got 
to ride so hard, especially if you're 
keeping up with the leader, you can't 
help but get tired and better yourself 
by pushing yourself so hard. 








You're about the tallest rider on the 
circuit. Does that height work to 
your advantage? 
Yes, I think it does because I don't 
have any disabilities. It doesn't hinder 
me at all. In Supercross it helps me a 
lot because I can hit things and if the 
bike's going to kick up, I can get 
myself high enough so the seat comes 
way up underneath my legs. Dave 
(Osterman) is always complaining about 
me breaking rear fenders off because I 
go right out past the seat and the 
fenders are always tweaked off and the 
back loop of the frame is always bent 
down. So I know that I'm using the 
whole motorcycle. I think it helps me a 
lot. 

The only times it causes a problem is 
if I get my leg caught under a 
handlebar or something. My upper 
body's tall, too. I had a hard time 
getting my shoulders out of the way of 
the tires and markers in the S-turns at 
Sears Point and I'd really have to put 
my body away from the motorcycle 
and the tires to clear it. In the first 
moto, Ward and those guys were 
catching right up to me there. Those 
little guys were just motoring right 
through. I would have to take more 
time to get through. That's really the 
only disadvantage I've ever run into. I 
like being tall.

Have you given any thought to what 
you’re going to do after you quit 
racing? 
Not really. I’ve tossed around a lot of 
things. I'm really interested in cars. I'd 
like to maybe pursue a car racing 
career. Гуе made some plans to go 
through the Bondurant School and 
stuff when I get some time and learn 
about racing cars. See if I like it, see if 
I have any talent for that. 

Also, I'd like to do ISDT stuff. I'd 
like to be good at it. If I wasn't fast 
anymore, 1 wouldn't want to do it. I 
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really enjoy that kind of riding. That's 
what we do for practice; go on little 
trails and stuff. Get ourselves down 
into terrain where we might be down 
in some little canyon for a couple 
hours looking for a way out or making 
a trail through the woods and down 
through streams. I can do that forever. 
I love that kind of riding. I don't know 
if I'd make a living doing that. Maybe 
if I wanted to, I could probably get a 
job as a development rider and a racer 
for a company like Yamaha or 
something. 

There's other things too, like real 
estate. I'm just getting interested in it, 
buying property. I've been learning a 
lot about it, so I know that that's a 
good deal to get into. I just want to do 
something I'm going to enjoy. I hope 
that my racing career will set me up 
for the rest of my life and I can do a 
job that maybe doesn't pay a lot of 
money, but I can still keep the things 
that I like. 


How is it riding for Yamaha? 

It's really good. It's really professional 
and really friendly. Yamaha is a great 
company. They're a race-oriented 
company. Everybody's interested. 
Every Monday morning everybody has 
results from the races on their desks. 
You walk in there at 9:00 on a Monday 
and everybody knows how you've 
done. If your name isn't on the results, 
"What happened?" "How come you 
didn't do this?" "Are you OK?” 
Everybody's concerned. You walk in 
the office and everybody says "Hi" and 
everything. It’s really neat when 
everybody's keeping enthused about it. 
Kenny Clark is real understanding, 
gets us a lot of our fringe benefits, and 
helps us out. All the other guys are 
really nice, all the departments. And 
on top of that, we've got the best 
motorcycle. That makes it nice too. 
How about Dave Osterman ? Does 
he add a lot to your racing effort? 

Oh yeah, he does. Every week, 
somebody comes up and asks me if I 
got a new bike. I've been riding the 
same one all year. I've only had two 
motorcycles all year long, yesterday I 
went up to the press conference, or 
press riding, out there at Anaheim 
Stadium, and a couple of guys came 
up and said, "Oh, you got a new 
bike?" “Мо, it's the same one I've been 
riding since February — the same 
bike." He makes them look really good 
and run really good. I only had one 
DNF all year long and that wasn't 
really his fault. There were so many 
things to do with only a limited 


‚ amount of time to do them in. We 






































finished every other moto. That's a 
good record. 

There's a lot of guys that maybe 
would have done better this year if 
they wouldn't have had, maybe a flat 
or grip coming off — it's the little silly 
things that lose the races. Something 
big hardly ever happens any more. 
Nobody throws chains on the bikes — 
they're too well designed. Dave does a 
really good job. He's a nice guy; we get 
along really good. We're only about 
five months different in age, so we go 
riding and stuff all the time at home 
and do things at night. We're just 
good friends. A professional combina- 
tion, too. 


Being on the same team with Bob 
Hannah, do you ever feel over- 
shadowed? 

No, not really. We don't have a totem 
pole system there. Everybody's their 
own person. If you have a bad week, 
you have a bad week. Nobody gets any 
equipment over anybody else. They 
don't make any special effort to make 
him happier than us. He gets nothing 
extra. They keep us all at the same 
level. Sometimes, like if you haven't 
been doing good for a couple of weeks, 
you get to a race and you sort of get 
the feeling — you know, everybody's 
swarming around him in the pit area 
— that he's the hero. That’s the only 
time you ever really even think about it 
— being any different. Bob's a really 
nice guy and we get along pretty good 
now.

Will you be going to Japan to test the 
new bikes? 

I haven't gotten to go yet. We're going 
to do our testing here. They did testing 
over there before and it never came 
out right. The tracks and everything 
are really good over there. We've got 
to bring them over here to Carlsbad 
and Saddleback, the most rotten 
conditions in the world. Those are 
about the most miserable conditions 
you'll find, right here in California. 
All the tracks back east are so nice and 
loamy and rough and everything. 
These are just bumpy and hard and 
slick and everything else. So we get a 
lot more done here. It's miserable, but 
we get a lot more done. 

How much time does it take to set up 
a new works bike? 

It takes probably about five days 
straight, five-, six-, seven-hour days, 
testing. It takes a lot. When they come 
over we have gearboxes, different 
displacement sizes, different swingarm 
lengths, seats and handlebars and 
levers and everything. There's so many 
different things to test. Every year we 
do have a complete change, which is 
nice. I never thought they'd be any 
better, When I first. rode them, I 
thought “There’s no way that there 
can be a motorcycle better than this 
one.” I was convinced that we were 
going to have to save that old one and 
ride it again. But every year they just 
keep amazing me. It gets better and 
better and better. I mean big jumps 
every time. I think, “Well, they can 
make it just a little bit better,” but it’s 
a whole different world. When you get 
back on your old one, “Aw, get rid of 
it! Destroy it.” It amazes me. Whatever 
problem you had this year, we won't 
have that problem next year. It's really 
good. e.

Harden hammers 
SNDR/MRAN 
hare scrambles

BOULDER CITY, NV, DEC. 16 
“Scootin’ Scot” Harden, on a 


-Team Husky/Sportsman Cycle 


Husqvarna 390CR, blitzed to 
victory in the last Motorcycle 
Racing Association of Nevada points 
run of the decade. The win was 
especially sweet for Harden, recently 
elevated to Husky's number one desert 
tream rider with the defection of 
super-team Jack Johnson and Larry 
Roeseler to the newly-formed Yamaha 
off-road squad. 

Scot was very pumped for this race, 
anxious to turn back the red threat of 
arch-rival and Team Maico super- 
talent, Kevin Davis. 


The Southern Nevada Desert Riders 
utilized old courses in the Eldorado 
Canyon/Nelson area east of Las Vegas 
and constructed a well-marked, well- 
liked circuit that, typical of the region, 
proved to be rough and extremely fast. 
Due to a lack of rain in the Las Vegas 
area, the dust was of a blinding/chok- 
ing nature that, when combined with 
a non-existent breeze, made passing 
difficult and dangerous to say the 
least. 

The start was everything, and the 
savvy riders knew it. One of the less 
fortunate remarked, “I lined up next 
to Scot Harden and Kevin Davis. 
When the banner dropped, they 
pulled me and I got totally dusted out. 
Riders were crashing everywhere and 
out of thin air, 125cc shoe Benny 
Brown passed me WFO, off the 
course, blind. I rode in a monstrous 
dust cloud for a mile before I found 
the course markings.” 

After a killer holeshot, Harden 
commanded a healthy five minute 


lead at the completion of lap one. Scot 
toured the 35-mile circuit in 45 
minutes, attesting that the course was 
definitely a fast, big-bore track. 

Kevin Davis, on the Maico 
Distributing/ Vegas Cycle Maico 400cc 
Magnum, was the second rider 
through. The next bike to come 
around was the Sportsman Cycle/Husky 
390CR of Chuck Rush. Making the 
turn fourth overall, Salt Lake City, 
UT super-shoe Kris Morgan was 
keeping the Las Vegas boys honest on 
the Wrench House Husky 390. 
Running fifth overall was co-promoter 
of the Las Vegas 400 and co-owner of 
the state of Wyoming with the Guio 
racing family, Sam Bass on yet 
another big-bore Husky. 

Bass, a Colorado resident and the 
Guios of Big Piney, WY, are unique 
MRAN members. They keep their 
vans, bikes and spares stashed at 
friends’ houses in the area and 
whenever there is a race they commute 
to Las Vegas from their far-away 
homes. Bass, at 54 years old, is a 
double for Rolf Tibblin in appearance 
and riding ability. 

Ken Guio's antics are as famous in 
District 37 as they are in MRAN. 
Riding in a tuxedo or brightly colored, 
flowery riding pants, this elder 
statesman of cross-country riding is 
always in the thick of the race and 
habitually puts it on riders many years 
his junior, including his fize riding 
sons, Cotton and Tag. 

The first 250cc through was the 
Vegas Cycle Maico of Danny 
Winebarger, a stellar 125cc rider, 
making his mark in the quarter-litre 
class. Glen Wischemeyer, the Boulder 
City sensation who has been ripping 
up the 250cc Expert class lately, 
brought his Suzuki RM250C around 
second place. Mystery rider 54X made 
the turn in the third 250cc Expert spot 
on a Yamaha while Benny “Berserko” 
Brown rounded out the top 10 on his 
Nevada Yamaha-backed Ү2125, 
running first 125cc Expert. 


Benny acquired the name 
“Berserko” earlier in the year when he 
changed from a top 125cc finisher to a 
top 250cc crasher. After numerous 
bail-offs, Brown got another 125cc, is 
still berserk, but he seems more apt to 
keep his tiddler on two wheels long 
enough to make the checkers. 

On the second lap of the scheduled 
three 35-mile loop race, Harden still 
commanded a four-and-a-half minute 
lead over second place Davis, Rush 
remained a distant third. Fourth-place 
Morgan pitted with a flat tire, his crew 
quickly changed it out, and he 
resumed the race without losing his 
position to fifth-place holder Bass. 

Winebarger was still running sixth 
overall, first 250cc Expert. Brown 
turned up the burner and moved his 
YZ125 up three places to make the 
second tour seventh overall, first 125сс 
Expert. Mystery rider 54X moved his 
Yamaha into eighth overall, second 
250cc Expert trailed by hard- 
charging, veteran 250cc Expert, Eric 
Elizondo on a Maico. “Moving” Marv 
Chapman rounded out the top 10, 
running second 125cc Expert on his 
Suzuki. Glen Wischemeyer, an early 
250cc Expert contender, saw his hopes 
for victory dashed as he completed the 
second lap on a flat rear tire, lying 
14th. 

At the checkers, it was Harden by a 
comfortable margin of four minutes 
over Davis. Chuck Rush finished third 
overall followed by Morgan and Bass. 
The top five positions remained the 
same throughout the race as did most 
of the positions due to the fast, dusty 
nature of the course. 


Mystery rider 54X moved into sixth 
overall, first 250cc Expert after 
overhauling Benny Brown who 
finished close behind at seventh 
overall, first 125cc Expert. However, 
54X was placed last for pre-riding the 
course. Eric Elizondo finished eighth 
overall, second 250cc Expert followed 
by fellow Maico rider Mike Miller on 
an Open class bike. Rounding out the 
top 10 was early 250cc Expert leader 
Winebarger who finished third 250cc 
Expert after taking soil samples, 
wrong turns and wearing himself out 
in the process. 


The comeback ride of the day goes 
jointly to Jeff Harper and “Bultaco” 
Bob Gabriel. Harper, on the Wayne 
Gales-prepped, Kawasaki/Honda of 
Las Vegas/Camelot Health Spas 
KX250A-5 finished llth overall, 
fourth 250cc Expert in his first 100- 
miler since February and about his 
third ride since injuring his knee ага 
local MX in June. Gabriel, out of 
action since the July 4th Gran Prix in 
Caliente where he almost burned up 
the town with an over-exuberant 
fireworks spree, spent part of the night 
in jail and proceeded to totally trash 
his arm and collarbone in a 
horrendous . pile-up on race day, 
piloted the Gabriel Builders/Bultaco 
360 to a very nifty 12th overall, 
seventh Open Expert. 


Jon “Frog” Ogren on a 1980 Nevada 
Yamaha YZ250, finished first 
Amateur, 18th overall and led all 
three laps. Danny Anderson, on a 
250cc Husky finished first overall 
Novice, 23rd overall. 


The Southern Nevada Desert Riders 
brought to a close a decade of fine 
racing in the southern Nevada area 
that has seen MRAN elevate to a hot- 
bed of desert racing. 

The passing of the 70s saw Jack 
Johnson assume Max Switzer's crown 
as king of the southern Nevada desert 
and also the emergence of Scot 
Harden and lately Kevin Davis as 
challengers to Johnson's dominance. 

There were tragedies also. Bill and 
Freddie Johnson's lives were cut short 
in an automobile crash on the way to 
the races. Likable Pat Friel, a success- 
ful businessman, motorcycle shop- 
owner, and co-founder of MRAN had 
his riding days come to an end after a 
broken neck left him  paralyzed. 
George Gabriel, father of long-time 
MRAN member “Bultaco” Bob 
Gabriel, also perished in a car crash. 
The MRAN members who knew these 
guys acknowledge and thank them for 
their contribution to the sport. 

Casey Folks evolved from a number 
one 125cc plate holder to coach of his 
son Darryl's successful campaign for 
the 1979 125cc number one plate. 


Casey was also heavily involved in 
the political workings of land use in 
the Las Vegas area and helped to 
organize the old Mint 400 for bikes, as 
well as his new race, the Las Vegas 
400, and the countless local desert 
races that his club, the Groundshakers 
M.C. put on.

А decade of 
desert racing 


New Year’s Day seems to come 
earlier and earlier every year. 
Suddenly it’s 1980, and we ask, 
“Where have all the years gone?” 
Our answers may differ when put into 
words, but the emotion of nostalgia 
and reflection is common to us all. 

A more appropriate question may 
be, “What has happened in a decade 
of desert racing?” The following is a 
list of some of the highlights of the 70s: 
Separate starts for Novices, day-glo 
cards, the Beginner class, the 
Women’s and Seniors’ divisions, green 
stickers, a home for district meetings, 
800-rider entries, four-digit number 
plates, SLUPs and SRUPs (land 
closure begins), discussions of D-37 
secession from the AMA, letter-writing 
campaigns (unanswered), legal 
defense fund, the last Barstow-to- 
Vegas (land closure), Phantom Duck 
B-to-V Trailrides, lay-down shocks, 
BLM toilets-(who else would want to 
haul it away?), Hazelwood's modesty 
curtain, team races, "virgin" hare and 


hounds, good-bye four-corners (land 
closure), monoshocks, reed valves, 





EPA noise standards, environmental 
impact studies (creeping bureaucracy), 
open Sundays (family weekends), 
streaking, Dirt Explosion, J.N. 
Roberts becomes a legend, the last 
Check Chase, Terry Cables and Terry 
Kits, gas shocks, designated roads and 
trails (land closure), Lightweight 
Division II established, CDI ignitions 
-..and much more! 

So, you see, we've enjoyed some 
pretty о impressive progress in 
technology, race organization and 
even political action. And we've 
survived some very significant setbacks 
(some would call it harassment). 

Hindsight is always 20/20, of 
course. What about the future? Each 
of us may see it differently, but our 
future as off-road motorcycle enthusi- 
asts depends on our common effort to 
plan the course of the next decade 
instead of watching it happen. 

Here are a few things to consider. 
Compare them to your own New 
Year's ideas. Maybe there is enough 
agreement to get started... 


l. Organize a committee within D- 
37 to manage the club sponsorship of 





desert races. Individual clubs should 
retain responsibility and authority for 
their race, however, the committee 
should provide guidance in area selec- 
tion, course design and be the single 
point of contact with the BLM. This 
would provide a more consistent know- 
ledgeable and controllable approach 
to our relations with bureaucracy. 

2. Organize a political action com- 
mittee within D-37 to initiate and 
manage the response (letter writing, 
attendnace at public meetings, voting 
information, etc.) of desert riders to 
legislation, ^ proposed legislation, 
bureaucratic regulations, etc. The 
present response of riders to the 
political scene is unorganized and hap- 
hazard because there is no leadership 
to identify our common goals and a 
reasonable and effective method for 
reaching them (with the magnificent 
exception of the Phantom Duck). 

3. Organize a D-37 committee to 
publish an official newsletter which 
establishes an authoritative source of 
information and leadership for desert 
riders. It should once and for all solve 
the problem of getting the word out so 
we can begin to make some common

progress. Case inpoint: Desert riders 
were divided between the BLM route, 
a legal public route and the Beatty-to- 
Vegas race on Thanksgiving. United, 
we stand; divided, we fall. 

4. Organize a D-37 committee to 
plan and manage an advertising cam- 
paign for increasing the number of 
competitive desert riders. This should 
emphasize the advantage of joining D- 
$7 to unify off-roaders. Trail riders 
have little organized voice. Land 
closures affects everyone. Desert racing 
is also a family activity, and the trail 
rider can still ride his favorite non- 
competitive areas. Etc... 

We've taken a small look at where 
all those years have gone and where we 
might be heading. As racers, wives, 
buddies, mothers and others, we can- 
not afford to be spectators of life... 
time cannot pass us by while we're at 
the handlebars. 

So, let's control the events of the 
next decade by holding onto those 
handlebars tighter than ever. Let's 
ride and love and live to our own 
schedule. To hell with clocks and 


calendars...
